A certain per cent of clay is, if well drained, just 
the kind for results. All clay is bad for harvesting. '

Airswering inquiries, we believe bulbs shoiitd^'be nearly four Inches uridef~grouncl 
when planted in sandy soil. About three in clay. Better moisture and more upright 
stalks in deeper planting. Use well drained soil but give lots of water after bulbs are 
well up out of ground. Top dressing with good fertilizer is excellent for good bloom. 
Cut the flowers, after first bloom opens. Cut for yourself and friends. Fresh water 
daily, and clipping ends of stalks will insure bloom for many days. Cut four leaves 
from bottom. 

Bulbs are listed at 10 and 100. 5 at 10 rate, and 25 at 100 rate. No. 3 will 

bloom first season. Our mixed bulbs, if you do not care for named kinds, will give 
you great satisfaction. These at the price of $2.00 per 100.
